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vice president Humphrey today called for the creation of a Blue Ribbon committee to study the actions of 
demonstrators police and a news media and last week Chicago disturbances he said the committee should 
consist of lawyers sociologists policemen and journalists but not public officials Humphrey made the 
suggestion and a television interview tape for the educational network in New York during the interview he 
said he believes Chicago police overreacted during the disturbances earlier in the day Humphrey marched in 
New York's Labor Day Parade NBC News correspondent Jack Perkins reports Hubert Humphrey said this 
morning I'm going to walk up this Avenue and right into the White House then wrong way up a one-way 
street let New York's Labor Day Parade a Fifth Avenue walked side by side with George Meany head of the 
afl-cio and one of country's early and prime supporters they passed several who were not supporters 
Humphry came to New York for Labor Day instead of Detroit which is traditional for Democratic nominees 
because meanie who supports him is here and what was not in Detroit security was more than adequate 
there were no outbursts of dissension there were no outbursts of anything it was a la farge afraid not many 
people are in New York on Labor Day after marching 20 blocks Humphrey took to the reviewing stand to 
watch the parade passing by for another hour there were bands and drums and bugles and bagpipes there 
were Chinese girls handing out fortune cookies each one with the same fortune wise citizen knows that vote 
for Humphrey is both for better life and there was the candidate holding a child at which point cameraman 
were finally allowed to close in and get the picture but Humphreys aides wanted one thing made clear 
whatever difference it makes they wanted people to know that this is not the formal opening of the 
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this is not the formal opening of the Humphrey campaign that will come next week he came here as a favor 
to George Meany but all day long Humphrey didn't make a single speech so it couldn't be a Humphrey 
campaign anyhow he was here he got some attention and he seemed to enjoy himself [Music] they came to 
New York just for this and then flew back home Minnesota he will spend the next week there resting and 
trying to relax before the campaign actually begins a week from today in this week Hubert Humphrey must 
ponder the problem of Lyndon Johnson now that he has the nomination in his own right how much should 
Hubert Humphrey try to run on the Johnson record and how much should he try to run away from it that is 
what he will be trying to decide this week in Minnesota the politicians including vice president Humphrey 
have been extremely cautious in their comments on the unhappy events in Chicago and some no doubt we'll 
find that hard to understand the answer lies in the cold rigid statistics on the American population and all the 
anger outrage and sorrow does not change them the statistics show clearly and simply that the next 
president will be elected by people who are predominantly white adult and prosperous the young the black 
and the poor simply cannot elect anyone there aren't enough of them and they tend not to vote much anyway 
in an extremely close election in a few big cities that could tip it one way or another but that is all they can do 
and so Humphrey Nixon and Wallace are all aiming their campaigns at the great middle mass of Americans 


who are not so young who are not black and are not poor and so the answer lies not in anyone's emotional 
commitments but in the statistics the votes are in the great swarming middle nowhere else and whoever gets 
them will win 
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gets them will win goodnight yet another and good night for NBC News sure Nexen went to chicago Spiro 
Agnew to Oshkosh Wisconsin and other points in the Midwest Nixon's bid for votes began with a ticker tape 
tour of a Chicago Loop he said his choice of that City for his campaign opener was not related to the events 
of last week's Democratic convention NBC News correspondent Herbert Kaplow reports there were normally 
a lot of people in Chicago's loop at lunchtime but still it was an enormous turnout by any measure and the 
kind of exalting the only booths were for the press particularly for television particularly for NBC television

saluting the next president of these United States Richard the cloud waited for a while but Nixon didn't 
reappear he was conserving his next remarks he's refused to comment yet about last week's disorders in 
Chicago probably will deliver his carefully thought-out answer on a statewide television broadcast tonight it 
may be one of his most important campaign utterances touching as it will on a specific aspect of that 
predominant issue we've labeled law and order Herbert kafloooey NBC News with a Nixon campaign party in 
Chicago the Kozol Mayor Richard Daley today turned down NBC news proposal that he appear on a special 
one-hour edition of Meet the Press this Friday evening Daley had demanded a full Richard Nixon took his 
campaign to his home state of California today he was greeted at San Francisco Airport by governor Ronald 
Reagan then rode through the city's financial district and Chinatown in a motorcade reporter said the crowds 
in San Francisco were not as large or as enthusiastic as those in Chicago yesterday but the turnout was 
according to Nixon better than any he had received in previous years before he left San Francisco Nixon 
gave reporters his views on the disturbances in Chicago during the Democratic convention Nixon's running 
mate governor Spiro Agnew also commented on the Chicago disturbances during a news conference last 
night in Cedar Rapids lowa first next what happened in Chicago last week 
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next what happened in Chicago last week was with it was not the agony of Chicago and it was not even the 
agony of the Democratic Party as some have attempted to point out but in a broader sense it was the agony 
of America it happens that the confrontation that took place between those who were speaking for dissent 
and the forces of order occurred within the Democratic Party and in the city of Chicago but it would have 
occurred in any other city and it might have occurred in the Republican Party those forces of confrontation 
been represented there now this is not a new story in the history of America and in any free society the 
question involved is the limit of dissent and that the question involved is how do you maintain the proper 
balance between order and dissent now my views are very strong on that point | believe that any system of 
government that provides a means for peaceful change that there is no cause that justifies the use of 
violence or lawlessness the beating of news people who are trying to do their job of keeping the American 
public informed is a very serious thing that | deplore | think the young people who were involved in in some of 


the action that took place there that were involved on the fringes of it didn't realize that it was going to get out 
of hand deserve only our sympathy and our hope that this will be a lesson not to get involved with that 
element that caused this trouble there is any question that this was a planned thing we have evidence that 
some of the people who went in there deliberately to start a riot and | might mention that the Attorney 
General of our state was in his car and heard a telephone conversation between two of these dissidents 
about what time the riot was supposed to be started they had razor

to criticize the whole Chicago police force on the basis of one or two policemen or even six or seven or ten or 
twelve may have overreacted Chicago Philadelphia doesn't usually give ticker tape or confetti parades but 
the Democrats turned one on for Humphrey today as he set off on his campaign beginning in Philadelphia 
hopefully intends to make human rights in other words racial problems the main domestic issue of his 
campaign attacking George Wallace as an extremist Richard Nixon as an ally of extremists today he had 
some more immediate criticism of Nixon though on Nixon's refusal to endorse the nuclear proliferation treaty 
what direction will our country take in the world will it be the direction that mr. Nixon talked about yesterday 
when he said when he said to you and to me that he had doubts as to whether or not we should stop the 
nuclear arms race and called upon the Congress to hesitate in the adoption and the ratification of a treaty 
that would prevent the spread of nuclear weapons is that the kind of a world we want I think all my friends we 
are going to pursue and may | say for every person that carries a peace sign may | say to everyone that says 
stop this war | say 
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everyone that says stop this war | say to you that if I'm elected your president | will literally get my life for the 
Peace of this world [Applause] Humphry has decided the slogan of the campaign and of the presidency if he 
is elected will be a new day he said it several times today choose a new day this is the beginning of a new 
day one can only wonder what Lyndon Johnson must think when he hears his vice president say turn away 
from the old era and choose the new day but that is Humphreys way of subtly dissociating himself from 
Lyndon Johnson's image civil rights will be his main issue he will continue to attack Wallace as an extremist 
and Nixon as an ally of extremists that's the kind of campaign you verdun for his plan and now has begun 
Jack Perkins NBC News with Humphrey campaign Philadelphia the house Commerce Committee voted 
today to change the law to make possible television debates between the candidates for president it's 
already passed the Senate and if this gets through the house the debates then could be arranged quickly the 
television networks have already offered free time if the law has changed without a change in the law the 
stations and networks are required to give equal time to all candidates including those totally unknown and

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Jack Perkins Legionnaires cap was a novelty but the speech was the same old speech he always gives 
George Wallace had hoped the conservative American Legion would like it | give his presidential campaign a 
rousing send-off that didn't happen in New Orleans today the Legionnaires gave wallet satellite reception 
there was no wild enthusiasm even when he said things dearest to their heart that is the defense of these 
United States and | can assure you that next year beginning in January the recommendations and 
suggestions of the American Legion will have more attention paid to them than at any time in the last decade 


or so because in the final analysis mine is enforce involve a domestic policy and foreign policy coincide very 
closely with you my fellow Legionnaires thank you very much ladies and gentlemen [Applause] the reception 
was warmer at a fundraising luncheon where Wallace had a surprise announcement about his party's 
national convention plans we're not going to have a National Convention as such we are going to to comply 
with the state laws that require a convention already complied with one or two state statutes in that regards 
so where will the legalities of the situation require we will have a convention of sorts it might be called a mini 
convention in in that particular state but having a National Convention as the two other parties had we will

the raise the increase in taxes and the increase in prices has eaten it up and | say let's get a new 
administration that will stop the rising prices and stop the rise in taxes so that we can have a real increase in 
wages for all America 
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it is one of the great issues of this campaign which candidate is going to be able to deal with this problem of 
what has happened to the American dollar in terms of its purchasing power what is happening to taxes what
